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John M. Erving Jr., 59 Salem st., 
stricken with infantile paralysis, 
last Sept., was released from the 
Children’s hospital in Boston, 
June 8, and has joined his wife, 
the former Ruth Anderson, and his 
three-year old daughter, Pamela, 
at the family residence here, 

With nine months of hospitaliza- 
tion behind him, the spirit of this 
man, who walked close to death, 
is undaunted and he has set his 
sights on suitable employment to 
provide for his young family. 

On Sept. 15, 1950, he was rushed 
to the Lowell General hospital for 
observation where it was deter- 
mined he suffered from polio. With- 
in hours he was on his way to the 
Haynes Memorial hospital in Bos- 
ton where he was admitted and 
placed on the danger list. For the 
next four months he was treated at 
the Haynes hospital and in the 
later days of Jan. he was trans- 
ferred to the Lawrence General 
hospital, where he stayed until 
early March.

Special Meeting 


A petition to change the zoning 
laws to permit an extension of the 
Shawsheen square business dis- 
trict was defeated in Andover'’s 
special town meeting on Monday 
night due to the lack of a two- 
thirds majority required on such 
articles. Sixty-five voters favored 
the petition and 47 were opposed, 

One hundred and twelve voters, 
however, by unanimous voice vote 
balloted to appropriate $10,000 to 
purchase or acquire land on Chest- 
nut and Morton streets, adjacent 
to the Central schools and play- 
stead, and to accept an extension 
of Lincoln circle from its present 
terminus for a distance of 300 feet. 

The special meeting which got 
underway at 7,30 p. m. was ad- 
journed shortly after 8.30 p. m. 
Atty. Arthur Sweeney served as 
town moderator. George H. Win- 
slow, town clerk, read the articles 
in the warrant. The opening prayer 
was given by Hey. Frederick B. 
Noss, pastor of the South church, 
and the salute to the flag was led 
by Selectman J. Everett Collins, 

The first article in the warrant 
requested a change in the zoning 
by-laws to extend the business 
district in Shawsheen to 
the west side of Poor st., so as to 
include land and buildings owned 
by Esther Bredbury, on petition of 
Esther Bredbury and others.

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Swimming Hazards 


Vacation time is here again, Schools are closed and the ar- 
rival of hot weather naturally turns the thoughts of the younger 
fry to the nearest pond or stream for fun, frolic and relief from 
the heat. 


At the same time the combination of school vacations and 
summer weather prompts safety officials to issue their annual 
advice about the hazards that go with swimming and offer sug- 
gestions to prevent accidents. 


Swimming is great fun as well as a wholesome form of body- 
building exercise, but it has its attendant dangers as safety 
records show. 


To overcome these hazards some simple rules are offered 
which, if heeded, should cut down the large number of swimming 
accidents that occur each year during July and August.

Here is a pre- 
caution that should be carefully observed to avoid the danger of 
striking a rock or submerged log that may be hidden just below 
the surface and which might cause a swimmer to be knocked 
unconscious. 


These are but two of the dangers which exact their toll in 
lives each year from those who have little regard for personal 
safety while swimming. 


Here in Andover we have Pomp’s swimming beach open every 
day in charge of a staff of competent life guards. Several acti- 
vities are arranged in connection with the aquatic program to 
make it interesting for those who go there to relax and cool off, 


Classes in swimming, diving, first aid and rescue work are 
held for various group ages, to which are added such entertain- 
ing features as corn and weenie roasts, story-telling and sing- 
ing around campfires. 


Each year the Andover Recreation committee in charge of the 
beach continues to improve the facilities there for the pleasure 
and comfort of patrons so that it should draw a large number of 
townspeople who can enjoy the advantage of its safety and en- 
tertainment features not found in many other swimming spots 


within miles of here.

Turkey Is Great Bulwark 
For Free Nations Vs. Reds 


The critical situation in Iran, 
reports of an increase in the Bul- 
garian army and possible Russian 
moves to counteract American 
pressure on Red China have stimu- 
lated the West to hasten entry of 
Turkey and Greece in the mutual 
defense system. 

During the past few days pre- 
paratory consultations were held 
between General Eisenhower's 
staff and Turkish and Greek mili- 
tary chiefs on the best means of 
integrating the two nations in the 
North Atlantic treaty organization. 

The final decision is not expect- 
ed until August. The pair may be- 
come full-fledged members or 
keystones in a new Mediterranean 
pact. 

Previously the Scandinavian 
countries, together with Britain 
and France, have been reluctant 
to include the Balkan states in 
the Atlantic bastion. Exposed 
Norway, for example, hesitated to 
promise troops to help repel Bul- 
garians from distant Turkey. Lon- 
don and Paris, bound by treaty to

The Walker Memorial Clinic in 
Lawrence will discontinue service, 
effective June 30, 1951. 

The board of incorporators met 
Monday night at the Clinic offices 
on Methuen street and voted this 
action.
